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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 
Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
(Amended  9/15/95) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have  elected  leaders 
who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of  employment.  To  make 
this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved 
annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of 
what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  must  be  filled  out  in  full  when 
applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  treasurer  and  approved  by  the 
conference  president  and  secretar\'.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close 
of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later  than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted 
within  the  quarter  which  the  expense  occurs  when  possible.  All  possible  receipts  must  be  attached 
to  expense  vouchers. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  someone  cares  to 
donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit 
a voucher  for  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the 
conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  outi  registration  fees  to  Conference  events  without 
reimbursement.  They  are  often  expected  to  pay  their  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then 
submit  the  receipt(s)  with  a voucher  applying  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes 
personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Every  call,  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official  participation"  of 
conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial  arrangement! s)  not  delineated 
herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  When  a minimum 
10-seat  van  is  occupied  by  at  least  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  a car  pool,  mileage  will 
be  paid  at  a flat  rate  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  mile. 

To  encourage  car  pooling,  officers  will  be  paid  an  additional  two  (2)  cents  per  mile 
for  each  additional  rider  in  a car  or  mini-van.  WTien  district  and  conference 
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Travel  Expenses  (Continued)  . 

officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses  of  these  groups. 
Riders  other  than  district  and  conference  officers  must  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10.00  per  person  per 
day. 

3.  Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day  (to  be  divided 
between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that  are  less  than  one  day  will  be 
reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for  lunch,  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such 
as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property 
of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  these  materials  should  be  maintained 
in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken 
that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which  cover  overlapping 
concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  copy  charges,  long  distance  telephone  charges, 

and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for  these  expenses 
are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services 
and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged;  and  prior  approval  is 
required  for  these  expenses. 

D.  Dependent  Care  Subsidy 

A Dependent  Care  Subsidy  plan  was  adopted  April  25,  1992.  When  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  (elected  or  appointed)  is 
required  to  attend  Annual  Meeting,  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission, 
Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training,  or  a Women’s  Division  Workshop, 
she  MAY  be  paid  a Dependent  Care  Subsidy  up  to  $30.00  per  day  for  hired 
care  required  for  children  12  years  of  age  or  under/or  for  an  invalid  (ill, 
handicapped,  blind)  parent/spouse/or  other  dependent  person  residing  in  her 
home  — providing  this  is  cin  absolute  necessity  and  that  no  other  family 
member  or  friend  is  available  to  do  this  for  her.

- locating  at  the  Conference  Center  and  having  a school  for  teen  women. 

CHAIR.  DISTRICT  ELECTED  LEADERSHIP  TRAINING.  1999:  Rita  Parham  expressed  appreciation 
for  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  this  post  and  gave  the  schedule  for  “LR  (Leadership  Ready)  2000:  Leadership 
Training  for  the  new  Millenium”  The  goal  is  100%  attendance  by  district  officers  A flyer  was  given  to  the 
district  presidents  for  use  in  coming  issues  of  their  newsletters  to  inform  current  officers  and  nominees  for 
district  office.  Rita  recommended  that  the  closing  session  be  a Team  Training  done  by  the  Conference  Team. 
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CHAfR.  TASK  FORCE  FOR  CONFERENCE  ANNUAL  MEETING.  1998;  Maxie  Garrett  stated  that 
evaluations  proved  the  success  of  the  meeting;  only  a few  suggestions  were  made  for  improvement,  and  these 
will  be  passed  on  to  this  year’s  group.

SPIRITUAL  GROWTH:  After  accepting  nomination  for  this  position  which  was  left  vacant  by  the  late 
withdrawal  of  the  original  nominee,  Lou  Medlock  wondered  if  she  had  made  too  hasty  a decision;  but  she 
received  encouragement  and  prayers  from  many  women  The  disappointment  of  not  attending  Leader’s 
Training  was  eased  by  receiving  materials  from  the  former  Coordinator.  Lou  has  written  to  her  district 
counterparts.  Karen  Gray  and  Lou  are  preparing  Table  Graces  for  the  Retreat 

SOCIAL  ACTION:  Ethel  Lilly  attended  DELT,  Shreveport  District  Annual  Meeting  where  our 
Conference  President  gave  the  message,  and  the  Shreveport  District  Mission  Banquet. 

EDUCATION  AND  INTERPRETATION:  Frances  Patton  attended  DELT  and  subsequently 
contacted  all  of  the  district  counterparts  by  mail  requesting  suggestions  for  improving  the  training 
Ninety-four  Certificates  of  Excellence  in  Studies  were  given.

She 
reminded  us  of  the  Mission  Today  event  to  be  held  in  August  The  November  issue  of  Footprints  newsletter 
gave  information  on  this  meeting  and  the  Quadrennial  Meeting  to  be  held  in  Tulsa  next  year  Elected 
conference  and  district  officers  are  in  the  attendance  pattern  of  eligible  participants.  Other  officers  will  be 
invited  to  the  district  and  local  events.  The  purpose  of  Mission  Today  is  to  help  members  become  more 
knowledgeable  about  and  involved  in  mission.  This  will  strengthen  membership.  The  six  hour  presentation 
will  include  a Bible  study,  vignettes,  videos,  and  small  group  interaction  Registration  packets  for  the 
Jurisdiction  Quadrennial  Meeting  will  be  available  in  June 
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CHAIR.  MISSION  TODAY:  Evelyn  Evans  said  that  she  needed  the  names  of  three  women  to  represent

This  led  to  other  exchanges 
between  the  members  and  the  two  UMW  units,  including  UMW  Sunday,  officer  installations  for  both  units  by 
leaders  from  the  other  unit,  and  sharing  in  the  district  flood  bucket  brigade 

Gwen  participated  in  training  at  Scarritt-Bennett  and  planning  for  Regional  School  at  Centenary 
College  in  Shreveport  at  which  she  retired  as  Regional  School  representative 

As  a new  member  of  the  District  Ministry  Team  and  Lay  Speaking  Director  Gwen  has  increased 
responsibilities,  having  led  the  meditation  for  the  Ministry  Team,  the  District  UMW  Retreat,  and  a District 
Social  at  Bayou  Blue  where  she  also  filled  the  pulpit.  She  was  appointed  to  the  board  at  Dulac  Community

*Have  more  singing  time  before  gatherings;  start  1 5 minutes  before  meeting. 

*Be  aware  that  first  timers  don’t  understand  alphabet  soup  and  other  terminology  Use  mission 
coordinators  in  UMW  Focus  to  explain  such  things  as  Reading  Program,  Excellence  of  Studies,  etc.

The  district  looks  forward  to  hosting  the  Annual  Meeting  in  2000,  and  plans  are  being  made 
enthusiastically.

Convening  of  the  Meeting:  After  the  Prelude,  “Praise  to  the  Lord”,  played  by  the  church 
organist,  Lamar  Drummonds,  President  Elouise  Sanders  greeted  the  members  and  called  on  Brenda 
Canty,  Louisiana  Conference  Coordinator  for  Membership  Nurture  and  Outreach,  to  give  the 
Invocation.  Brenda  read  the  theme  scripture  and  led  the  opening  prayer.  Elouise  convened  the 
meeting  at  1 p.m. 

Affirming  Our  Purpose:  Helen  Allemond  led  the  group  in  reciting  the  PURPOSE. 

Theme  Hymn:  The  members  sang  the  first  two  verses  of  the  theme  hymn,  “This  Is  a Day  of  New 
Beginnings”. 

Welcomes:  Welcomes  were  brought  by 

* Rev.  Christopher  H.  Andrews,  Senior  Pastor  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Baton 
Rouge,  who  said  this  was  the  second  time  he  had  welcomed  the  annual  meeting  of  the  United 
Methodist  Women,  the  first  time  being  when  the  group  met  in  Ruston  when  he  was  pastor  there. 

*Betty  Pope,  President  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  who  reminded  us  that  this  meeting  looks 
back  on  the  past  with  its  pioneer  women  in  mission  and  forward  to  mission  in  the  next  century. 
Betty  pointed  out  that  evaluations  are  important  and  that  the  inclusion  of  many  familiar  hymns  in 
this  meeting  was  the  result  of  this  being  requested  on  evaluations  from  past  years. 

*Alice  Stevens,  President  of  the  First  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  local  unit. 

*Cooky  Coffey,  Chair  of  Local  Arrangements. 

Recognition  of  Guests:  President  Sanders  welcomed  the  following  as  guests:  Doretha  Brown, 
who  retired  this  summer  after  38  years  as  a missionary  to  Liberia  and  Sierra  Leone;  past 
Conference  Presidents  Elizabeth  McGowan,  Amy  Ward,  Janelle  McCammon,  Norma  Winegeart, 
and  Pat  Cobb;  President  of  Women’s  Division  Sara  Shingler;  Randy  Nichols,  Director  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  at  LSU  who  thanked  the  group  for  their  ongoing  support  for  the  Foundation; 
Tom  Robertson,  Director  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Center. 

Presentation  of  the  Program:  Betty  Pope  and  Rita  Parham,  Chair  and  Assistant  Chairs  of  the 
Annual  Meeting,  presented  the  program  in  a dialogue  which  featured  the  theme  “Feed  My  Sheep”. 

Lighting  of  the  Mission  Candle:  Marielouise  “Lou”  Alexander  lighted  the  Mission  Candle, 
reading  the  Service  in  the  program  book.  She  reported  that  $12,151.78  had  been  contributed  to 
keep  the  candle  burning  5 hours,  21  minutes,  and  30  seconds. 

Theme  Hymn:  The  members  sang  verses  3 and  4 of  the  Theme  Hymn. 
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Opening  Meditation:  Harriette  Elrod,  Conference  Vice  President,  spoke  of  the  awesomeness  of 
the  year  2000  and  the  task  of  feeding  God’s  sheep.  People  who  were  children  many  years  ago  may 
have  wondered  if  they  would  still  be  alive  in  2000,  and  now  it  is  here.  From  Genesis  to  Revelation 
is  God’s  story.  One  part  of  the  story  is  of  shepherds  out  one  night  who  received  the  word  of  the 
birth  of  God’s  son.  We  are  challenged  to  feed  God’s  sheep.  Just  before  Jesus  asked,  “Do  you  love 
me?”  he  fed  the  disciples  with  fish  he  cooked  on  an  open  fire.  Today  people  have  a new  challenge. 
The  speaker  at  the  Bishop’s  challenge  for  children  last  year  told  of  losing  her  hand  as  a child. 
When  her  brother  said  he  wanted  her  bicycle  because  she  wouldn’t  be  able  to  ride  it,  her  father  told 
him  she  would  ride  it.  She  questioned  him  about  this,  and  he  responded,  “Why  not?”  She  felt  the 
challenge  of  helping  children  overcome  their  losses. 

Bishop  Solomon  also  challenged  the  group  to  “take  it  to  the  streets.”  Also  it  is  necessary  to  watch 
for  wolves  in  sheep’s  clothing.  In  a mission  experience  in  helping  restore  a house,  someone  during 
a break  was  talking  about  how  slow  the  work  was  going,  and  said  that  they  knew  someone  who 
could  do  it  faster.  The  slow  group  was  told  to  measure  carefully,  but  the  other  group  had  to  redo 
some  of  their  work.  During  this  same  experience  the  Bishop  led  the  Bible  School  for  the  children 
in  the  area  because  no  one  else  had  signed  up  for  it  and  the  children  were  awed  because  a man  was 
leading  them. 

The  year  2000  presents  challenges,  but  the  chief  message  is  “Give  them  Jesus”. 

In  closing  Harriette  reissued  John  Wesley’s  challenge  which  begins,  “Do  all  the  good  you  can...” 

Solo:  Marguerite  Mathis-Clark  closed  the  Opening  Session  with  “He’s  Got  the  Whole  World  in 
His  Hands.” 


BUSINESS  SESSION 

Appointed  to  Examine  the  .Journal:  President  Elouise  Sanders  appointed  Betty  Pope  and  Brenda 
Canty  to  examine  the  Journal. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines:  Chair  Jean  Rockhold  presented 
proposed  changes  to  the  Standing  Rules  as  circulated  in  the  August  Newsletter  and  reprinted  on 
page  1 1 of  the  Program  Book.  Jean  moved  adpotion  of  the  proposed  changes.  Motion  was 
seconded.  Motion  passed. 

Officer  Repprt.s; 

The  Officer  Reports  were  introduced  by  President  Sanders. 

Vice  President:  Harriette  Elrod  read  Acts  20;  28.  Harriette’s  chief  responsibility  is  to  serve  as 
Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Program.  Her  job  also  includes  spieaking  to  different  groups  and  to 
teach  studies  on  request.  The  Committee  on  Program  has  as  its  responsibility  setting  goals  for  the 
Conference.  These  proposed  goals  are: 
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1.  In  2000  we  will  strengthen  our  Louisiana  Conference  school  of  Christian  Mission  by; 

A.  Continuing  to  provide  mission  education  for  children  ages  7 - 12  an  a youth  study 
for  girls  13  - 17. 

B.  Targeting  attendance  of  college/university  and  newly  retired  women. 

2.  We  will  continue  to  work  to  increase  certification  in; 

A.  Reading  Program 

B.  Excellence  of  Study. 

3.  We  will  continue  to  promote  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  throught  he  20/20 

Charter  Club. 

4.  We  will  continue  to  increase  membership  by; 

A.  Targeting 

1.  Teen  women  ages  12  - 17  2.  College/ University  women 

3.  Young  women  ages  18  - 25  4.  Newly  retired  women 

B.  Organizing  district  and  local  units  at 

1 . Local  churches  where  there  are  no  units. 

2.  Colleges  and  universities,  Wesley  Foundations  and  retirement  centers. 

5.  We  will  continue  our  visitation  programs  to  strengthen  our  connectional  links  with  the 

local,  district,  and  conference  by  providing  assistance  in  such  areas  as  membership 

campaigns,  leadership  development,  creative  programming  and  social  action. 

Harriette  moved  the  acceptance  of  these  goals.  Motion  passed. 

Secretary:  Carolyn  Colvin  read  Hebrews  1 3 ;20  -22.  Since  most  of  the  Secretary’s  work  is  in 
the  Conference  Directory  and  Annual  Report,  her  report  to  the  group  was  in  the  form  of  a letter 
addressed  to  the  EWE  M W Sisters  which  listed  some  of  her  activities  for  the  year. 

Treasurer:  Evelyn  Evans  Scripture  selection  was  from  Isaiah  40;1L  She  reported  that  last 
year  the  conference  gave  $240,888.26  on  the  Pledge  to  Mission  and  $38,788.56  for  Call  to  Prayer 
and  designated  projects  - not  enough  to  meet  the  pledge  of  $260,000. 

The  decline  country-wide  in  giving  is  caused  by  many  factors,  the  aging  population  and 
skepticism  of  young  professionals  of  requests  for  money.  These  will  be  addressed  at  a Women’s 
Division  workshop  in  December  for  Conference  Treasurers  and  Mission  Coordinators  for 
Education  and  Interpretation. 

Using  the  Prayer  Calendar  Evelyn  lifted  the  people  in  mission  whose  birthday  was  September 
24  and  quoted  one  as  saying,  “We  are  taking  stock  of  God’s  unspeakable  goodness  to  us  and  asking 
him  for  wisdom  about  what  to  do  next.” 

Evelyn  asked  the  District  Treasurers  to  come  forward  to  receive  Five-Star  giving  certificates 
saying,  “We  come  here  today  to  celebrate  who  we  are  and  what  we  have  accomplished.  This  year 
125  units  qualified  as  Five-Star  units.” 

Evelyn  announced  the  winner  of  the  contest  to  design  a certificate  for  units  to  give  when  a baby 
is  bom  to  church  members.  There  were  three  entries  - Cal(donia)  Searle  of  Gueydan,  Hilda  Davis 
of  Sulphur,  and  Sandy  DeCelle  of  Monroe  - each  of  whom  received  a certificate.  Sandy  DeCelle 
received  the  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin  as  her  design  was  selected  as  the  winner. 

Evelyn  moved  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  budget  for  2000.  Motion  passed. 
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Mission  Coordinators: 

Spiritual  Growth:  John  10:26  - 28  was  read  by  Lou  Medlock  who  outlined  many  ways 
spiritual  growth  can  be  achieved,  including  prayer.  Scripture,  Bible  study  and  service  to  those  in 
need.  Jesus’  compassion  was  always  followed  by  action  to  address  needs. 

Social  Action:  Coordinator  Ethel  Lilly  read  I Peter  2:25. 

Ethel  participated  in  these  activities: 

*At  the  Regional  School  and  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  Ethel  helped  promote 
letter  and  card  writing  for  Jubilee  2000,  an  effort  to  get  debts  of  small,  poor  countries  forgiven. 

*Information  from  Women’s  Division  was  distributed  to  district  counterparts. 

*Ethel  promoted  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  20/20  Club  which  was  begun  this  year. 
Thirteen  units  in  six  districts  selected  four  activities  from  20/20  list  received  certificates  for  charter 
members  of  this  club.  The  districts  and  number  of  certificates  given  were:  Acadiana  - 1,  Baton 
Rouge  - 5,  Lake  Charles  - 4,  New  Orleans  - 1,  North  Shore  - 1,  and  Shreveport  - 1. 

Education  and  Interpretation:  Frances  Patton  shared  Mark  6:  34  and  then  pointed  out  the 
following  related  to  our  mission  studies  for  1999:  Members 

*have  been  moved  with  compassion  toward  the  sheep  of  Indonesia  and  the  many  refugees 
uprooted  from  their  homes. 

*care  about  God’s  Living  Word  and  what  it  means  in  people’s  lives. 

*have  learned  about  where  mission  money  goes  to  meet  needs  in  mission. 

*are  becoming  more  familiar  with  shepherds  in  mission  and  have  sent  money  to  Indonesian 
refugees. 

*eamed  58  Excellence  of  Study  certificates  and  25  Achievement  certificates  for  their  studies 

Membership  Nurture  and  Outreach:  Jeremiah  23:1  - 4 was  Brenda  Canty’s  scripture. 
Brenda  reported  the  recognition  from  Women’s  Division  for  32  new  members  in  1998,  Brenda 
cautioned  her  counterparts  in  districts  and  local  units  to  be  accurate  in  reporting  new  members  to 
her  so  that  they  may  be  counted.  At  the  end  of  1998  Women’s  Division  counted  9938  members  in 
280  units,  a 3%  decrease  over  the  preceding  year.  The  goals  for  membership  include  organizing  a 
unit  of  UMW  in  every  church  and  to  have  100%  reporting  of  membership  every  year.  Also  each 
unit  is  to  be  visited  by  the  district  team  in  15  months  to  help  with  questions  regarding  programs 
and  membership. 

Thirteen  received  Estelle  Dameron  Scholarships  to  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

UMW  Sunday  was  observed  by  a reported  154  units,  a 59%  reporting  rate. 

Brenda  announced  the  selection  of  Ethel  Ford  Lilly  as  the  Conference  Woman  in  Mission 
for  the  year. 

Secretary  of  Program  Resources:  Gwen  Streams  read  Genesis  49:24,  25,  Ephesians  6:15, 
and  Philippians  4:19.  Gwen  stated  that  UMW  members  experience  peace  in  knowing  that 
members  as  shepherds  feed  the  flock  of  the  land.  As  the  Reading  Program  nourishes  souls  so  that 
knowledge  and  understanding  gathered  from  reading  can  be  passed  on.  Louisiana  has  three 
evaluators,  one  youth  and  two  adults,  who  help  determine  what  books  will  be  included  in  the 
Program.  Books  cover  a broad  scope  and  many  are  available  in  large  print.  Gwen  explained  the 
four  plans  for  the  program  and  stated  that  2,445  books  have  been  read  as  part  of  the  program  this 
year:  New  Orleans  District  - 42,  Monroe  - 84,  Baton  Rouge  - 378,  Acadiana  - 74,  Alexandria  - 
1 56,  Shreveport  - 1 13,  Lake  Charles  - 588,  North  Shore  - 1,010. 
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Committee  on  Nominations:  Chair  Fannie  Reddix  shared  Ezekiel  34:23  - 25.  Stating  that  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  and  the  Conference  Guidelines  guided  selections  of  nominees.  Because 
more  and  more  people  are  needed  to  do  the  work  of  the  Conference,  Talent  Bank  and 
recommendation  forms  could  be  found  in  the  registration  area.  Reading  the  rule  that  guides  the 
process  for  nominations  from  the  floor,  Fannie  said  that  nominations  included  three  nominees  for 
Women’s  Division  Director. 

Communications  Coordinator:  Revelation  7: 16  - 17  was  read  by  Rita  Parham,  Coordinator. 

As  this  was  her  fourth  report,  Rita  thanked  the  group  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  in  this  way. 
Fler  job  included  providing  pictures  of  conference  activities  for  the  archives  to  show  faces  and 
provide  evidence  of  good  deeds,  spreading  the  word  of  activities  throughout  the  conference  and  to 
Women’s  Division,  and  putting  together  a webpage  which  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

President:  Elouise  Sanders  read  I Peter  5:1  - 4.  Her  report  follows: 

“Jesus  commands  us  “Feed  My  Sheep”,  and  we  often  say  HOW?  Jesus,  what  do  I need  to  do?  I 
asked  myself  the  question:  What  have  I done  during  the  past  year  to  carry  out  your  command? 

“United  Methodist  Women  provided  a variety  of  ways  to  carry  out  Jesus’  command.  That 
training  session  last  September  at  Scarritt-Bennett  made  available  a great  deal  of  information  about 
the  National  Mission  Projects  of  the  Women’s  Division;  and  especially  for  me  the  ones  located  in 
Louisiana.  “Feed  My  Sheep”  by  encouraging  United  Methodist  Women  to  support  our  mission 
projects. 

“Much  time  is  spent  in  committee  meetings,  seminars,  and  training  sessions.  Plans  have  to  be 
made  if  programs  are  to  be  carried  out.  Receiving  information  and  passing  this  information  on  to 
local  units  is  another  way  to  “Feed  My  Sheep”. 

“UMW  Sunday  is  a unique  opportunity  for  sharing  ideas.  Guest  speakers  bring  informative  and 
inspiring  messages  to  local  congregations  and  local  women  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  worship  service  and  develop  their  leadership  skills.  Local  mission  projects  and  activities  are 
highlighted  and  examples  are  seen  of  how  local  members  of  units  are  striving  to  carry  out  Jesus’ 
command  “Feed  My  Sheep”. 

“Jesus  was  a master  teacher  and  we  are  given  opportunities  to  teach  and  to  learn  through  the 
Mission  Studies  and  the  Reading  Program.  Through  the  years  as  participants  in  these  studies  we 
have  traveled  around  the  world  and  learned  about  the  cultures  of  many  nations.  Social  issues  have 
been  emphasized  and  our  knowledge  of  the  Bible  has  grown.  The  books  in  the  Reading  Program 
range  from  simple  truth  to  profound  scholarly  knowledge.  Something  for  everyone.  The  Mission 
Studies  and  Reading  Program  are  ways  to  enrich  our  personal  spiritual  development  and  as  we 
share  our  faith  with  others,  we  carry  out  the  command  “Feed  My  Sheep”. 

“There  are  times  when  we  need  spiritual  renewal.  There  are  reports  to  fill  out,  meetings  to 
attend,  and  deadlines  to  meet.  Our  minds  are  cluttered  and  our  souls  cry  out  for  spiritual 
nourishment . This  is  the  time  for  spiritual  renewal  and  retreat.  The  time  to  set  aside  our  cares  and 
woes  and  quietly  wait  for  the  Lord  to  revive  and  renew  our  spirits.  Last  February  at  our 
Conference  Retreat  this  time  of  renewal  was  made  available.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Center 
was  the  ideal  setting  and  we  came  together  to  sing  praises,  to  share  and  fellowship  and  to  be  filled 
with  God’s  Love  and  grace.  Then  to  go  forth  with  new  determination  to  share  our  faith  and  obey 
Jesus’  command  “Feed  My  Sheep”. 

“It  has  been  a busy  and  productive  year.  You  have  heard  the  reports  of  the  Conference 
Officers.  We  now  join  together  to  affirm  the  source  of  our  faith  and  strength.”  In  closing  Elouise 
led  the  group  in  repeating  Psalm  23.

Bishop  Solomon:  Louisiana  Conference  Dan  Solomon  brought  greetings  to  the  meeting.  He 
shared  the  experience  he  had  as  a boy  of  going  to  the  creamery  with  his  father  and  meeting  other 
men  whose  discussions  of  the  day’s  events  such  as  buying  horses  or  cattle  excited  him.  He  said 
that  some  parts  of  the  Methodist  Church  excited  him  in  the  same  way  and  that  United  Methodist 
Women  was  one  of  them.  “This  place  fairly  reeks  with  mission  and  pulsates  with  the  excitement 
of  people  who  are  committed  to  make  a difference  in  the  world  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

Bishop  Solomon  invited  the  members  to  visit  the  Conference  Offices  after  the  afternoon  meeting. 

Greetings  from  the  .Turisdiction:  Kathleen  Conrad,  member  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction

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Tulsa,  saying  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  is  to  elect  the  next  Quadrennial  CPG  group  and  the 
directors  for  the  Women’s  Division  from  our  Jurisdiction; 

* reminded  us  that  the  theme  song  for  the  meeting  was  written  by  Joy  Solomon,  wife  of  Bishop 
Solomon; 

* announced  that  six  tours,  a host  of  workshops,  and  a unique  banquet  are  planned. 

Kathleen  ended  her  report  by  leading  the  group  in  singing  a version  of  “Hallelu,  hallelu,  hallelu, 
hallelujah”  inserting  the  words  “Let’s  go  to  Tulsa”  in  the  place  of  “Praise  ye  the  Lord.” 

Church  Women  United  (CWUh  Louisiana  Vice  President  Joyce  Reed,  in  the  place  of  President 
Martha  Boone,  reminded  the  members  that  United  Methodist  Women  all  are  members  of  Church 

Women  United.  Joyce  quoted  Jesus  in  Matthew  25  saying  that  we  are  charged  with  feeding  the 
hungry,  clothing  the  naked,  and  visiting  those  in  prison.  This  is  what  CWU  tries  to  do  especially 
with  the  ditty  bags  filled  and  presented  at  the  annual  May  Fellowship  Day  celebrations. 

PROJECT  REPORTS 

National  Mission  Projects  of  the  Women’s  Division  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 

Located  in  the  Louisiana  Conference 

Dulac  Cooperative  Ministry:  Kevin  Billiot,  director,  said  that  of  the  101  institutions  supported 
by  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  (GBGM),  Dulac  probably  has  the  smallest  budget.  But 
the  important  thing  is  that  the  needs  of  the  population  of  Dulac  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
Native  American  population  are  being  served.  Kevin  said  he  is  often  asked  what  they  do  down 
there.  He  replies  that  people  come  to  provide  recreational  needs  in  which  children  are  taught  to  get 
along  with  and  respect  others.  Also  there  are  food  banks,  a computer  lab  for  kids  and  adults,  a 
library,  alcohol  and  drug  abuse  programs,  craft  centers  and  after-school  tutoring  programs.  The 
Bayou  Eagle  Dancers  is  another  project  that  is  helping  give  a sense  of  history  to  the  people.  Kevin 
thanked  the  members  for  continuing  support. 

MacDonnell  Children’s  Services.  Inc.  Gerald  Bridges  reminded  the  group  that  the  home 
has  been  in  operation  since  1919  nurturing  children  in  the  name  of  UMW,  showing  the 
children  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  that  adults  do  really  care.  Medical  services,  food, 
studying,  and  tutoring  all  are  provided.  The  home  was  at  full  capacity  at  the  time.  Gerald 
said  that  the  organization  runs  within  two  months  of  having  to  close.  In  addition  to  the 
monies  received  from  UMW  they  receive  monies  from  the  state  for  each  child.  He  urged 
members  to  consider  leaving  money  to  the  home  in  their  wills. 

St  Mark’s  Community  Center:  Expressing  thanks  for  the  backing  of  UMW,  Gregor  Dike 
reported  that  after  26  years  of  operating  the  Street  Academy  for  middle  school  grades,  the  new 
school  which  will  encompass  high  school  grades  opened  this  fall  with  100  students.  By  2003  he 
expected  the  full  school  to  be  in  operation  with  200  student,  about  36  per  grade  and  a 
student/teacher  ratio  of  14;1.  All  of  these  students  are  at  high  risk  of  dropping  out.  Greg  invited 
members  to  visit  the  school  at  any  time. 

National  Seminar  Report:  Brenda  Canty,  Louisiana  Conference  Officer  Delegate,  Mary  Koerner, 
District  Officer  Delegate,  and  Kathleen  Conrad,  SCJ  Core  Planning  Group  Delegate,  began  a 
combined  report  by  asking,  “What  does  God  require  of  you?”  and  replying  with  Micah’s  words,  “to 
do  justice,  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  our  God.”  More  than  200  women  present  in  the 
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lovely  Scarritt  Bennett  Center  worked  on  fourteen  timely  global  issues  related  to  women,  children, 
and  youth. 

Kathleen  told  of  attending  the  Race  Relations  Institute  hands-on  field  trip  to  Fisk 
University  as  part  of  her  focus  group.  The  workshop  focused  on  what  this  institution  is  doing  to 
educate  persons  to  change  the  course  of  race  relations.  The  institute  director.  Dr.  Raymond  A. 
Winbush  and  his  newly  assigned  Assistant  Director  Naomi  Tutu,  daughter  of  Desmond  Tutu, 
visited  with  the  issue  group. 

Brenda’s  focus  group  led  by  Jerry  Bennett  had  to  do  with  the  public  educational  system.  Issues 
discussed  included  charter  schools,  privatization,  bilingual  education,  parental  guidance,  and 
school  safety. 

Mary’s  focus  group  had  to  do  with  the  internet  and  keeping  its  standards  high.  She  experienced 
websites  that  promoted  hate,  prejudice,  child  pornography  and  child  trafficking.  The  group  tried  to 
write  laws  to  promote  good  subjects,  but  discovered  that  it  was  difficult  to  control  such  evil  use 
without  also  damaging  the  rights  of  everyone. 

These  representatives  prepared  for  the  district  presidents  a packet  of  information  concerning 
studies  and  actions  in  relation  to  these  topics  to  be  shared  with  their  local  units.  They  concluded 
that  we  all  must  learn  to  “do  justice,  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  our  God.”  They  ended 
their  report  with  a song  made  up  of  these  words. 

Honoring  Retiring  Officers:  Ethel  Randall  Vicks,  sister  of  Lois  Heath  who  died  this  year,  led  in 
recognizing  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  retiring  officers.  Those  honored  were  Gwen  Streams,  Rita 
Parham,  Eloise  Cox,  Rosalie  Pryor,  and  Jean  Rockhold.  These  were  called  to  feed  God’s  sheep 
which  they  faithfully  did,  and  found  for  themselves  a bond  with  other  officers.  Ethel  thanked 
them  for  their  service  and  closed  with  a prayer. 

Announcements:  Elouise  Sanders  and  Cooky  Coffey  made  announcements  and  Elouise  closed  the 
session  at  4:25  p.m.  Following  the  closing  of  the  session  the  members  were  invited  to  go  on  a 
walking  tour  of  the  Conference  Headquarters. 

EVENING  SESSION 

Centennial  Reflections:  At  6:45  p.m.  Rital  Parham  led  the  group  in  remembering  each  decade  of 
the  twentieth  century  with  vignettes  of  people  and  events  important  to  UMW.  Each  decade’s 
celebration  was  introduced  with  an  appropriate  scripture  and  followed  by  music.  Presenters  were 
Iris  Threeton  (Blackwater),  Linda  Washington  (Jordan),  Velma  Ellis  Greer  (Evangeline),  Myisha 
Tre-shawn  Thomas  (St.  Mark),  Margaret  Lovelace  (Plaquemine),  Agnes  Titkemeyer  (Ingleside), 
Maudrie  Mitchell  (Scott),  Doris  Alfred  (Camphor),  Fran  Pierce  (Zachary),  Angelina  Comminey 
(St.  Peter-Donaldsonville),  Cecile  Jackson  (Neely)  and  Mildred  George  (St.  Andrew)..  Music  was 
by  The  Century  Choir,  Pam  Gallow  (Neely),  Stephanie  Norwood  (Wesley),  and  Erica  Washington 
(Wesley). 

Introduction  of  Speaker:  Doris  Brown,  Women’s  Division  Director  from  Louisiana,  introduced 
Sara  S.  Shingler,  President  of  Women’s  Division.  “Her  virtue  is  not  because  she  serves  in  the 
office  but  because  of  the  life  she  has  lived.”  Sara  was  bom  in  South  Carolina  and  has  lived  there 
all  her  life  except  for  two  years  spent  in  Japan  with  her  husband.  Raised  in  the  Southern  Baptist

Church,  she  married  Jack  Shingler,  the  son  of  a Methodist  preacher  and  joined  the  church  with 
him.  They  are  the  parents  of  three  daughters  and  one  son.  She  received  her  bachelor’s  degree  in 
nursing  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  She  and  Jack  were  members  of  one  of  the  early 
Volunteers  in  Mission  to  Angola  and  have  served  on  many  boards  of  organizations  involved  in 
health  care  and  children’s  issues. 

Message:  Sara  Shingler  brought  greetings  from  all  of  Women’s  Division  which  she  declared  to  be 
alive  and  well.  She  said  that  the  program  committee  had  given  her  a challenge  which  she  had  not 
been  sure  she  would  be  able  to  meet  when  they  asked  her  to  talk  about  the  challenges  of  the  21st 
century. 

“Feed  my  lambs.  Tend  my  sheep.  Feed  my  sheep.”  The  Scripture  she  selected  was  the  story  of 
the  lawyer  who  asked  what  he  must  do  to  inherit  eternal  life.  This  led  into  the  parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan.  Each  person  in  the  story  had  a different  attitude:  the  lawyer  saw  someone  to  discuss; 
the  robber  exploited  the  Samaritan;  the  priest  and  Levite  avoided  him;  and  Jesus  loved  him. 

Anyone  who  is  in  need  therefore  is  our  neighbor— thus,  our  neighbor  is  everyone. 

The  first  challenge  is  to  hear  the  “voice  of  God  in  the  uniqueness  of  everyone  of  us.”  We  then 
must  hear  and  celebrate  God’s  voice.  We  must  dig  deep  into  our  spiritual  graces,  our  leadership 
skills,  our  courage  to  be  where  God  calls  us  to  be  to  resist  the  hate  and  violence  we  encounter. 

The  second  challenge  our  organization  faces  is  that  it  must  continue  to  reinvent  itself  in  order 
to  be  just  right  in  order  to  seek  justice  for  everyone. 

Third,  as  we  struggle  to  get  and  strengthen  new  members  we  must  cultivate  the  place  where  we 
live  by  nurturing  the  spiritual  steps  each  must  take,  by  developing  leadership  and  mission 
involvement.  Like  her  mother’s  old-fashioned  garden  which  needed  constant  cultivation,  the 
cultivation  of  UMW  takes  a lot  of  work.  We  must  use  new  communication  methods  to  cultivate 
our  current  members  and  to  reach  out  to  unknowns.  Email  and  web  pages  are  available  to  local 
units.  Especially  must  we  reach  out  to  young  people  since  20,000  members  died  in  1998. 

Fourth,  we  must  foster  the  empowerment  of  women,  men,  and  children  and  youth  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  use  their  gifts  to  earn  a living  wage,  have  adequate  health  care,  meet  women’s  and 
girls  needs  in  education  and  help  women  to  run  successfully  for  public  office.  In  this  line  we  must 
work  to  promote  ratification  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  proposed  by  President  Carter  in 
1 980,  which  stems  from  the  “Declaration  of  Sentiment”  of  1 50  years  ago,  which  would  add  the 
words  “and  women”  to  the  statement  “We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident... that  all  MEN  are 
created  equal.’ 

The  challenge  to  hear  God’s  voice  in  every  voice  is  greatest  in  racial  discrimination.  We  have  led 
the  way  in  abolishing  it  but  the  challenge  is  still  there.  All  are  neighbors  with  needs  we  care  about. 

Sending  Forth:  Elouise  dismissed  the  group  with  prayer.

Opening:  Karen  Phillips  led  UMW  Sings  followed  by  the  Prelude  “Shenandoah”  played  by  the 
University  UMC  Handbell  Choir  directed  by  Sally  Woods. 

Morning  Worship:  Rev.  Alice  W.  Story  asked  her  daughter  Karen  Phillips  to  sing  “Turn  Your 
Eyes  Upon  Jesus”.  Rev.  Story  used  the  theme  hymn,  “This  Is  a Day  of  New  Beginnings”  and 
John  1:1  - 4,  14  - 15  as  the  basis  to  reflect  on  the  life  of  Jesus  among  us.  Today  is  a day  to 
“remember  and  move  on”  without  regrets  and  sorrows.  We  must  live  a new  life  in  Christ,  walking 
in  the  light  and  bearing  witness  to  it  without  sack  cloth  and  ashes.  Just  and  forgiven  we  see  the 
grandeur  of  John’s  words. 

Pledge  Service:  Evelyn  Evans,  Treasurer,  and  Frances  Patton,  Mission  Coordinator  for  Education 
and  Interpretation,  led  the  Pledge  Service  as  printed  in  the  Program  Book. 

Offering:  Evelyn  Evans  led  the  Offertory  Prayer  and  the  University  UMC  Handbell  Choir  played 
the  Offertory  Music  “Sheep  May  Safely  Graze”.  The  Doxology  was  sung  by  the  congregation. 

Morning  Message:  Sara  Shingler  stated  that  our  mission  is  the  presence  of  UMW  with  women, 
children,  and  youth.  In  the  21st  century  mission  will  be  from  everywhere  to  everywhere,  not  just 
from  “us”  to  “them”  but  with  others.  The  world  needs  our  presence  in  the  21st  century  with  more 
personal  involvement.  To  be  effective  will  require  more  members  and  more  money.  Thus  we 
must  know  God’s  direction  for  us. 

Report  of  Registration:  Cooky  Coffey  reported  attendance  of  485  members  and  15  guests.  The 
Offering  was  $1,237.67. 

Special  Mission  Recognition:  SMR  pins  were  presented  by  Evelyn  Evans  to  Rebecca  Connor, 
Ordained  Elder,  and  Consuela  F.  Breaux-Diallo,  Ordained  Deacon.  Chairs  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
Betty  Pope  and  Rita  Parham  also  received  pins. 

Installation  of  Officers:  Wilma  Crosby,  dressed  as  a shepherd,  led  the  Installation  Service.  All 
Conference  Officers  were  called  to  the  front  of  the  altar.  Wilma  told  the  officers  that  they  would 
be  challenged  to  face  problems,  to  work  with  the  PURPOSE,  to  work  to  increase  membership 
especially  among  the  young  women,  to  support  each  other  as  a team.  The  response  by  the  officers 
was  “YES,  God  being  my  helper.”  Each  was  given  a shepherd’s  crook  to  remind  them  of  their 
promise.  District  Officers  were  asked  to  stand  and  the  Conference  Officers  gave  each  a red  crook. 
Wilma  dismissed  them  to  their  seats  with  a prayer  for  guidance. 

Invitation  to  the  2000  Annual  Meeting:  Jeroldean  Dommert,  President  of  Lake  Charles  District 
invited  the  group  to  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles.  Saying  that  the  whole  district 
was  “country”,  Jeri  told  the  group,  “Ya’ll  come  on  in.”
